“  FIRE  MARSHAL  ACT.”

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  amend  Order  in 
Council  No.  584,  approved  on  the  8th  day  of  May. 
1931,  by  adding  thereto  the  following  as  Regulation 
30 : — 

“  30.  (a.)  This  regulation  shall  apply  only  in 
respect  of  (he  inflammable  liquid  commonly  known 
as  gasoline,  and  shall  not  apply  in  respect  of  gaso¬ 
line  had  or  kept  in  the  supply-tank  of  a  motor-boat 
or  motor-vehicle  for  use  therein. 

“(h.)  Except  in  the  case  of  a  person  who  holds 
a  permit  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  these 
regulations,  no  person  shall  keep  or  have  in  his 
possession  or  under  his  control  any  gasoline  exceed-

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ing  live  imperial  gallons  in  quantity  without  first 
obtaining  a  permit  therefor  under  this  regulation. 

“(c.)  xV  permit  for  the  purposes  of  this  regula¬ 
tion  may  be  obtained  on  application,  in  a  munici¬ 
pality,  from  a  Local  Assistant  to  the  Fire  Marshal 
or  from  an  officer  duly  appointed  Jo  enforce  the 
provisions  of  these  regulations  by  the  Municipal 
Council  or  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  or  in  un¬ 
organized  territory,  from  the  Local  Assistant  to  the 
Fire  Marshal  for  the  fire  district  in  which  the 
gasoline  is  proposed  to  be  kept  or  had :  Provided 
that  where  there  is  no  such  officer,  or  in  (he  absence 
of  such  officer,  application  may  be  made  to  the 
Fire  Marshal,  who  may  issue  a  permit. 

“(d.)  Every  application  for  a  permit  under  this 
regulation  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  shall  state 
the  location  or  premises  in  which  the  gasoline  is  to 
be  kept  or  had,  the  capacity  of  the  tank,  drum,  or 
other  container  in  which  it  is  to  be  kept  or  had, 
and  any  further  information  required  by  the 
officer.”

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week.
